On the first floor of the main 
lobby in the Redpath library, be- 
tween the entrances to the men's 
and women's washrooms,, stands 
one of McGiU's most revered me- 
morials. It is the bust of a man 
who was uniquely instrumental in 
forging the history of our univer- 
sity. ■ - ■ = V - 

Although his name has been lost 
in the shuffling of documents and 
papers, the memory of this man 
will live on forever, for he was the 
first professor to bold class on 
campus, the first man to impart 
knowledge to McGill students. 

He was loved and honoured by 
his pupils, and to this day McGiU 
freshmen have respected these feel- 
ings by making a formal approach 
to the statue on their first day at 
the library. 

The first student to give the 
historic bust the attention it de- 
served was the legendary W.G. 
Falls. He first made obeisance to 
the. statue in 1891. 

APPROACH 

This formal approach is made as 
soon as one enters the main library 
for the first time. The bust is al- 
most opposite the entrance to the 
lobby, and freshmen walk toward 
it immediately upon entering the 
room. When you reach it, you will 
know, for it is worn, old, and yet 
kindly. There is no name. 

The tradition which has been 
carried out ever since the statue 
was erected (1891), and which is 
expected to be followed this year, 
is that all freshmen execute a slight 
bow before this ancient instructor. 

Although it is perfectly right for 
one to bend one's body or make 
an obvious gesture, one docs not 
really have to do this if he has any 
religious beliefs barring it: a mere 
nod is acceptable. It is of utmost 
importance, however, that each 
freshman knows in his heart that

Relieves Pressures 
On Rooms Registry 

The Rooms Registry is using the 
Club Room of the Union as a 
temporary office until October 1. 
The Rooms Registry is a fulltime 
service provided by the university, 
and ita aim is to provide suitable 
living quarters for students need- 
ing a place to stay during the 
school year. 

Mrs. Dunlop, the Registry's di- 
rector, pointed out that with the 
completion of the new student re- 
sidences, the number of students 
looking for accomodation in private 
buildings has decreased consider- 
ably. While it is usually possible to 
find lodgings that satisfy the stu- 
dent's requhrements, it Is often dif- 
ficult to obtain room and board 
within walking distance of the uni- 
versity. Thus it is advisable to 
start looking for accomodation, 
ideally by means of the Rooms 
Registry, as soon ai possible. 

Mrs. Dunlop, and members of her 
staff, are on duty from 9 am to 
4.30 pm in the Club Room, and 
each is "trying to make the stu- 
dent's life in a big city as much as 
possible a home away from home". 

One change has been made in 
the registry's policy this year. In 
past years landlords considering ta- 
king in .students for the school 
term were allowed to specify any 
particular group of people that 
they did; not want Now the dis- 
crimination clause has been re- 
mo ved,'{ind once a person has 
agreed to'take in atudents, he must 
do so without 'distinction to race, 
creed, or colour.

Welcome To. McGill 

You will probably have had time, by the time you 
read this editorial (although, come to thînk of it, we 
have no idea when you will read it, if at oil) to form 
your first impressions of McGill. They may not be 
entirely favourable. 

In this high school you have recently left you 
were possibly a wheel of some consequence. It may 
leem an unjust demotion to one of nine thousand 
statistics in an IBM file. The masses of cards and forms 
seem to indicate on institution of appalling size and 
complexity, the thousands of seemingly well-integrated 
upperciassmen look distant and faintly hostile. 

Much has been said about the relative advantages 
of targe and small colleges. For one reason or another 
you have opted to enter a large one. Perhaps your 
parents went to McGill, perhaps its international 
reputation has penetrated to your native town of St. 
Hippolyte aux Sticks or Dog Pound, Saskatchewan, or 
perhaps like many of us you have always lived in 
Montreal and never considered going anywhere else. 

We believe you have chosen wisely, both in 
choosing a larger school and in deciding upon McGill 
Itself. Its academic facilities are unequalled In Canada i 
the achievements of its faculty need not be enumerated 
here. Its "cosmopolitanism" threatens to become a 
cliché, it is also distinguished by one of the most fully 
autonomous systems of student government in the 
world, a fact which almost certainly means, nothing to 
you now, but which we hope you will appreciate In 
four months, or at least in four years. 

A. large university, especially when situated in a 
city like Montreal, has advantages more easily felt than 
described. The smaller institution, comprising the 
principal industry of some - hamlet accessible by a 
twice<weekly bus service, can too easily succumb to 
intellectual and social isolationism. Its students may 
shrink from the big. world outside or conversely come 
to regard the place as q penitentiary. You may develop 
such unwholesome attitudes, and many others, at' 
McGill, but at least you will have no one to blame 
but yourself. 

All of which brings us back to where we started. 
The next few days, weeks, and months constitute a 
period of adjustment whose results will affect you for 
the remainder of your life. You will decide whether 
or not you should eat at the Union, work for the 
Debating Union or buy somebody else's English notes. 

Some of you Will take part in extracurricular 
activities. At the risk of appearing to put in a plug 
for ourselves, we advise you to do so, undeterred by 
the certainty that most of you won't. Or course you 
need time to study (we advise you even more strongly 
to do that). But more time is wasted by being simply 
wasted than in activities. The student well-organized 
extrocurricularly Is generally well organized acade- 
mically as well. 

Some of you. will win scholarships, and one of 
you at least may well become President of the Students' 
Society. Those of you who ore most successful will be 
those who meet the process of adjustment to university 
life as a challenge and an opportunity, and who 
consciously try to leave their mark on the institution 
they are now entering. Those most to be pitied are 
those who try to continue in the well-oiled grooves they 
entered in high school, pathetically clinging to the same 
friends and the. same interests. 

Having said all this, we now conclude by wishing 
you the best of luck, a piece of benevolence which 
costs us nothing.

The history of Canadian high- 
er education is strewn with un- 
orthodox foundings and strange 
namings. One of the oldest and 
most famous universities, Dal* 
housie, was established with 
£10,000 collected as customs dues 
at the port of Castinc, in Maine, 
held by British troops during the 
War of 1812. The University of 
Manitoba was launched at a time 
when there were not ten thous- 
sand white settlers in the pro- 
vince, and provided by the le- 
gislature with a grant of $250 a 
year. It did no teaching for 23 
years, had no president for 36 
years and no alumni associations 
for 44 years. 

Mount Allison was empower- 
ed to begin conferring degrees 
"when it should have ten stu- 
dents and two professor s." 
Queen's mustered only this iiiiiny 
students when it opened in a 
small house on a Kingston side 
street; and a now forgotten uni- 
versity never possessed any 
buildings at all, and after confer- 
ring one or two degrees quietly 
folded: the University of Halifax. 

In the days of the University 
of Rcgiopolis, which was located 
in Kingston with Queen's, the 
Ontario shore was crowded with 
universities. There was Albert 
College in Belleville and Victoria 
University in Cobourg. When Re- 
giopolis closed and Albert Colle- 
ge lost its charter, Queen's was 
left alone. 

The universities which have 
survived to become the mighti- 
est in the land had very shaky 
beginnings. Both Toronto and 
McGill took many years after se- 
curing their charters to erect 
buildings and begin teaching. 
Dalhousie, which was able to put 
up a building immediately with 
the previously mentioned funds, 
did not begin teaching for twen- 
ty years, and then closed .-ihortly 
afterwards for another twenty. 

Old McGill 

Old McGill, as it is known to 
its students, still operates under 
a corporation slyled The Royal 
Institution for the Advancement 
of I.«arning. The foundation of 
the University of British Colum- 
bia was delayed until after 
World War I because Victoria 
and Vancouver could not agree 
on which of the two cities should 
be the site. For years, therefore, 
university courses were taught in 
British Columbia in high schools 
and prescribed by McGill. - 

Our university community was 
formed and molded by two cult- 
ures and (wo main sources of 
.tradition. The. long-established 
French - ipeaking communities 
and the fact that the clergy al- 
most solely constituted the edu- 
cated class of French Canada was 
the source of one tradition. The 
source of the second lay prima- 
rily In the coming of the United 
Empire Loyalists and in the Scot- 
tish training of so many of Eng- 
lish Canada's earliest and' most 
dominant educationists. 

In the Loyalist background lay 
Harvard University — already a 
century and a half old — and 
King's College (later Columbia) 
which had been teaching for a 
. generation. In New England, 
from which most of them came, 
compulsory education for chil- 
dren was already in force. So 
concerned were many of the Lo- 
yalists over the educational fa- 
cilities whicii would be available 
for their children that several 
groups actually bargained for 
royal charters before they would 
make the move. 

King's College in Halifax, the 
University of. New Brunswick

and many of the colleges of Up- 
per Canada (including another 
King's College) are actually Lo- 
yalist creations. The hard oi^ 
cumslances of the Canadian way 
of life were perhaps, the most 
important single factor in en- 
trenching the Scottish tradition 
of the poor-boy-withhisbagof- 
oatmeal trudging off to college 
rather than the Oxford and Cam- 
bridga tradition of schooling for 
gentlemen's sons. 

French Delay 

Perhaps the factor which most 
effectively delayed the develop- 
ment of the French-speaking uni- 
versities of Quebec was the wide- 
spread development of the petit 
séminaire and classical college. 
Although Laval University's ori- 
gins go back to the Grand Semi- 
nary of 1G63— still an integral 
part of the University— it was 
not until 1852 that Laval recei- 
ved its royal charter. Even until 
after World War I, Laval had 
only 200 students, contrasting 
with today's 5,000. The present 
University of Montreal was then 
only a branch of Ijjval and tiie 
University of Sherbrooke is only 
six years old. 

Most notable and oldest of the 
bilingual institutions is the Uni- 
versity of Ottawa. Originally 
founded as the English language 
college of Bytown, it was teach- 
ing pure and applied science 
shortly after Confederation. 

The American influence has 



been important. Just as in the 
Canadian armed forces which use 
the American top rank of gene- 
ral and the British top rank of 
air marshal, Canada lises both 
the British and American offices 
of vice-chancellor and president 
— most often held by the same 
man. The American offices of 
dean and associate professor ha- 
ve also been adopted into the Ca- 
nadian university. Other Am.eri- 
can concepts adopted from Uni- 
ted States examples are the or- 
ganization of faculties and 
schools within the university. 
The use of the seminar, empha- 
sis on post-graduate studies and 
the doctorate, and narrowed spe- 
cialization. 

Institutions 

Today, there are nearly 850 
institutions of higher learning — 
including only those which teach 
college and university level cour- 
ses—of which 45 possess the au- 
thority to grant degrees. Eight 
of these institutions hold their, 
degree powers in abeyance while 
they remain in affiliation or fede- 
ration with another degree-grant- 
ing institution. 

Of the 45 degree granting In- 
stitutions, 10 are in Ontario (of 
which nine are very recent crea- 
tions), eight in Nova Scotia, six 
each in Quebec and New Bruns- 
wick, and one each in Alberta, 
Manitoba, Saskatchewuj, Prince 
Edward Island and Newfound- 
land.
